The case for the plaintiff was stated by 
Mr. Lupton who said that in February, 1928, 
the defendant spoke to plaintiff and said she 
was a good girl, and if anything happened 
to his sister there would be no one to look 
after the place, and that she would be a 
sfiitable person, and he asked her to marry 
him and she said she would marry him. 
Defendant, counsel said, was the owner of two 
farms of approximately ninely acres, and 
lived in a substantial residence. He gave 
the plaintiff presents of shoes, a dress, and 
silk stockings. Reference was then made by 
counsel to the alleged seduction on 24th 
August, 1929, when defendant said it was no 
harm, as they were going to be married.

Among the many orchestral wo: 
Esposito the overture to Otello 
those which best represent his style. Th 
work must be placed in the special period 
at which it was composed in order to 
appreciate its value, which is specially 
significant, having regard to its position 
in the history of Italian music during th 
period which may be called neo-class 
As in the works of Martucci, the develop- 
ment was influenced by the German post- 
Beethoven orchestration. and, above al! 
by Brahms. The Northern fancy of th 
Hamburg composer did not alienate thes 
sons of the South, thirsting for fresh in- 
spiration and panting for freedom fro: 
the easy melodramatic melodiousness of t! 
early nineteenth century. It is not neces- 
sary for the understanding of the wor 
that one should give an analysis of the 
form, which is, more or less, the usual 
form of the classical overture (an intro- 
duction and an allegro). The ample d. 
velopment gives to the work almost the 
character of a symphonic poem, and the 
dramatic emotion it arauses is ful! 
justified by the title which clearly connects 
the music with Shakespeare’s traged) 
Noteworthy is the unexpected close of the 
work, absolutely contrary to tradition 
witnessing the courage and sense of inde- 
pendence which animated these composers 
in Search of new ways. |

AUSTRALIAN FINANGE. 

Hoiders of Australian Commonwealth and 
State Securities are having an anxivus time 
just how, and there is a natural feeling of 
apprehension regarding the outcome of the 
present unsatisfactory position. So far the 
conference of Premiers at Canberra bas failed 
to @volve a plan that is acceptable to all the 
States, while the Premier of New South 
Wales proposes that the interest on loans 
held in Australia shell be reduced to a 
uniform rate of 4 p.c., and that for tne pre 
sent nothing shall be paid to the British 
holders. Such a proposal if earried out 
would amount to debt repudiation, and would 
certainly be the first instance of its kind 
since Colonial Goverument Stocks were added 
to the list of Brilish trustee securities. New 
South Wales will be overruled by the 
Commonwealth Government, but while such 
proposals are seriously put forward the 
market for Australian securities must be de- 
rressed as it was yesterday.

MUSIC IN LONDONDERRY. 


While musical festivals are flourishing 
in other parts of the Six Counties, it is to 
be regretted that the Londonderry Feis, 
established over thirty years ago, is in 
danger of becoming extinct. For many 
years this fixture was next in importance 
to the Dublin Feis Ceoil, the pioneer of 
musical competitions in Ireland, and its 
medals and distinctions were greatly 
valued by singers and instrumentalists all 
over the country. It cannot be said that 
this is due to any decline in enthusiasm 
for music in the North. 

In the old days Londonderry was the 
centre for a very large district, and its 
competitions attracted entrants from dis- 
tant towns, with the happiest of results. 
Many of the winners subsequently tested 
their musical ability at the great national 
festival in Dublin. Now almost every 
town in the North has its annual competi- 
tions, and most of the competitors seem 
content to remain at home or to try their 
luck at the Belfast event. 

An appeal has just been issued by the 
Committee of the Londonderry Association 
asking for support, as under present cir- 
cumstances the festival cannot be con- 
tinued.

ULSTER APPLE BOOM. 


It is of interest to note what owners 
of orchards in Ulster have done in de- 
veloping the apple industry, even without 
the legislation suggested the Govern- 
ment. The boom in this class of fruit is 
illustrated by the figures published by the 
Belfast Harbour Commissioners. Last 
season 6,850 tons of apples were exported 
to the continental- and British markets, 
compared with the relatively small amount 
of 783 tons shipped during the previous 
year. It is stated by experts that no 
other apple can compare with the Ulster 
cooking variety, and it is also highly 
valued for the manufacture of cider. 

Of course, it must not be forgotten that 
the partial failure-of the apple crop in 
continental. countries last year was Ulster’s 
opportunity; but even without the con- 
tinental demand there are boundless possi- 
bilities for supplying the English market. 
This subject was discussed at the annual 
meeting of the Ulster Horticultural 
Society in Belfast during the week-end 
when a tribute was paid to the splendid 
Ministry of Agriculture 
in promoting the welfare of the fruit- 
growers throughout the province. The 
Government’s Fruit Grading Bill was 
welcomed as calculated to increase the 
export trade. 


THE SOCIAL ROUND.

The decline of the linen industry is vividly 
revealed in a reference to the trade which 
appears in the Belfast Telegraph, where 
it mentions that “ it was estimated a few 
years ago that there were as many as four 
hundred firms in the Ulster linen trade ; 
now it is considered that there are about a 
hundred fewer, but the present number is 
still quite sufficient to supply the demand 
that exists.“

and mills have been closed, and many

The other evening, as I was crossing 
the river near Butt Bridge, I could not fail 
to be impressed by the scenes upon which 
I gazed. It was one of those calm, quiet 
evenings with which February often yshers 
in the spring. A slight haze, hanging 
over the city, softened the outline of build- 
ings silhouetted against the fading 
afterglow in the western sky. Beneath 
me the river, without a ripple to disturb 
its placid surface, lay like a sheet of 

lass mirroring the lights and shadows 
alling upon it. Up-river, the scene was 
one of noise and bustle and flashing and 
twinkling lights, as the city workers 
hastened homeward in tram, bus and car. 
The brilliant lights on the quaysides and 
bridges, softened by the haze, seemed to 
turn the river into a shimmering and 
quivering sheet of flame.

Ain Irishman’s Invention. 


It is just a century ago since an in- 
pa Wicklow man, John Howard 
yan, by his discovery of a means of pre- 
venting dry-rot in wood, adding a new 
word to the English language. To 
“ Kyanise ” timber intended for use in 
building became a common expression 
with contractors and masons from 1831 
onward. The inventor’s father was owner 
of the valuable copper mines now worked 
by the Wicklow Copper Mines and Com- 
pany, and, when a young man, he observed 
Ow operations were from time to time 
beat in the mines by the decay of the 
wooden beams and supports. His experi- 
ments led to the discovery that timber 
impregnated with bichloride of mercury 
withstood the dry-rot disease. All the 
tests to which it was subjected in the 
Admiralty’s dockyards proved its efficacy, 
and in 1832 he patented his invention, 
extending it to the preservation of paper, 
canvas, cloth, ropes and other textile pro- 
ducts. Kyan’s process soon ‘became 
ANNA! adopted. Sir Michael Faraday's 
ecture before the Royal Institution of 
London in 1835 gave it a world-wide ad- 
vertisement; and in 1835, the inventor 
having sold his rights, a company with 
a capital of £250,000 was formed, which 
secured. contracts from all the newly- 
formed railway companies that were then 
beginning to link up all the important 
English towns with London. He attained 
great success in chemical science, and at 
the time of his death, in 1850, was en- 
gaged in New York on a plan for filtering 
the water supply of the city. |

or over twenty-five years Mrs. Dryhurst 
devoted the greater part of her life to the 
Georgian movement for liberty, In 1906 
she organised a commission of inquiry 
into the Russian domination of Georgia. 
Subsequently she, herself, was seht 
out to Georgia to inquire. into the 
persecution suffered by the people there 
at the hands of Russia. Her disclosures 
on her return to England and her action 
at the Hague Conference of 1907 estab- 
lished Georgian politics on an inter- 
national basis, and revealed the full 
extent of Russian persecution. 

The actual text which appears in Pro- 
méthée runs as follows:—‘‘ Mrs. Dry- 
hurst's name is linked with this unforget- 
table act. Its importance will never be 
‘minimised in the history of Georgia’s 
movement for freedom.“ 

Mrs. Dryhurst watched the development 
of Irish politics of recent years with 
interest. She was a friend of the 
late Arthur Griffith. She was also 
a keen supporter of the London Gaelic 
League, which owes much of its success to 
her efforts on its behalf. Mrs. Dryhurst’s 
husband was secretary to the British 
Museum. One of her daughters is the wife 
of Mr, Robert Lynd, the essayist and 
journalist.

of rolls. Quite a number of restaurants 
and cafés supply deliciously light rolls 
with lunch and dinner—some of them free 
of charge. It is not surprising that many 
Dubliners make a light lunch on rolls and 
coffee alone; for it would be difficult to 
surpass a meal of fresh rolls. That is, of 
course, if one is not too hungry. 

In spite of their excellence, “ Vienna 
rolls is a misnomer for this fare. The 
roll in every-day use in Vienna, called 
semmel, is about the size of the base of a 
grape fruit. If the fruit were flattened 
by giving it a dinge in the middle, and 
leaving four little peaks on every one of 
the four corners. the resemblance to the 
semmel crust would be complete; but the 
grape fruit is somewhat thicker. Semmels 
were cut in two and buttered. Sometimes 
they were made into hefty sandwiches, 
more or less as the French use their rolls. 
The large semmel cost four heller before 
the War—little more than a halfpenny. 
Smaller semmels were used in the after- 
noon ; these were especially good, and cost 
half as much ag the larger size. In the 
early part of the War the size of the large 
semmel gradually shrank to the size of the 
small one, while still remaining eight 
heller in price. Wassersemmel resemble 
the semmel proper in that they are almost 
entirely surrounded by crust, but they are 
made on water instead of milk, and are 
quite a tough proposition for the teeth. 
Inleed, all Austrian crusts, semmels and 
black bread alike, give the teeth plenty 
of exercise—especially the day after they 
are baked. Perhaps, this is why Austrians 
usually have beautiful teeth. Another type 
of semmel is salzspritzl, a longish-shaped 
semmel, with little knobs of salt on top. 
Crescent rolls, known as Rörnchen in 
Germany, are called kipferl in Vienna,

‘ACeteors in February. 


The early part of February has not 
been véry favourable for looking for 
meteors owing to the prevalence of strong 
moonlight on the first week of the month, 
though there was considerable meteoric 
intensity on the Pr, of the 5th and 
during the hours preceding midnight on 
the evening of the 6th. There was a good 
deal of meteoric activity on the evenings 
of the 7th and 8th. A large shower 
becomes due on the morning of the 12th 
between 4 and 5.30, and another display 
on the evening of the 12th. These are 
followed by another shower on the night 
of the 13th. There are also secondary 
maxima on the night of the 14th between 
10.30 and midnight. One of the most im- 
portant showers of the month takes place 
on the night of the 17th, though the 
principal maximum, between 6 and 7, 
occurs at too early an hour in the even- 
ing to be observed. A shower occurs also 
on the evening of the 24th, when maxima 
fall between 10.30 and midnight. This is 
followed by another shower on the. night of 
the 25th, with good maxima between mid- 
night and 2.30 a.m. on the 26th. There 
are large secondary maxima also on the 
28th, the first becoming due at 8.40 p.m., 
and another later, after midnight. 


Single- Speech Hamilton.” 


I see that Mr. E. V. Lucas, the well- 
known English essayist, has been writing 
about Single-Speech Hamilton, the 
man who was famous for a single speecn 
in the House of Commons, which lasted 
from two o'clock in the afternoon until 
a quarter-past five on the following morn-

It is not generally known, however, tha: 
Hamilton has many associations with 
Ireland, having been M.P. for Killybegs, 
Co. Donegal, from 1761 to 1768, and Chief

“ single-speech man,” he spoke five times 
in the session following his appointment 
to the Secretaryship, but never in any- 
thing like the style of his first oration. 
This famous “ maiden” was glowingly 
praised by Horace Walpole, who con- 
cluded the eulogy with the sentence: 
Tou ask what could be done beyond 
this? Nothing. but what was beyond what 
ever was, and that was Pitt —high 
praise, indeed. Dr. Johnson had a great 
admiration for Hamilton, to whom he once 
said: “I am very unwilling to be left 
alone, and, therefore, I go with my com- 
pany down the first pair of stairs, in some 
hope that they may return, perhaps. I 
go with you, sir, as far as the door.

When Mr. John Galsworthy first gave him 
to the world in the delightful short story, 
„The Stoic,” he was a very old man, e 
man of the Island Navigation Company, w 
was nick-named by all who knew him Old 
English. The story, the play, and now the 
film are concerned only with the last three 
days of his life, during which a financial crisis 
in the family of his dead son compels him to 
face the conseguences and review his life in 
some detail. the stage Old English 
was a complete failure in England and a great 
success in America, where the old man was 
played by George Arliss. In the new 
„ talkie” version George Arliss again takes 
the part, and, while he does not make it as 
memorable as his Disraeli, it is still a very 
fine performarice. The Arliss temperament 
is not that of the stoic, nor is the Arliss 
physique that which Mr. Galsworthy sug- 
gested for the original Sylvanus Heythorp. 

A CREATIVE INTERPRETATION. 

In this film version of “Old English ”’ 
George Arliss is compelled to create a new 
Sylvanus bush and so magnificently does 
he succeed that he almost drives the older 
one from the memory. A man of sixty-three 
ears old, George Arliss can so easily enter 
into the mind and body of Heythorp that even 
Mr. Galsworthy cannot fail to be enthusiastic 
by this creation of a survival from an earlier, 
and possibly more tolerant, age. In the frail 
body of the aged man is a spirit equal to any- 
thing that may befall, and the glint in the 
eye of the actor sometimes conveys more than 
the words. Probably no one on the screen 
can convey more with the eyes than can 
George Arliss, but vith him all gestures are 
eloquent and every movement interprets his 
story. Lift me up,” he will say, and the 
audience can almost hear the old bones creak 
as he is raised slowly and painfully from 
his chair. Yet he can chide his col- 
league, Pillin, for swathing himself in furs 
and desiring to retire to the Riviera. 
„Milk and water chap, Pillin,” he would 
say, while he was only kept from port and 
brandy by sheer force. His last dinner, 
when he had made his way clear, was a 
dinner such as he might have had at the 
Cremorne or the Star and Garter of his 
youthful memories. The moment when he 
finds his hands ceasing to function, and he 
needs the brandy bottle by his chair, is one 
of those really tense moments that the films 
give so rarely. Old Engtish” is another 
triumph for the art of George Arliss. 

ENDOWMENTS AND NEMESIS.

There are no statistics extant 
from which such figures can be got, and, 
therefore, it is evident they are simply guess- 
work. Arguments conducted on the basis of 
such figures could lead nowhere. 


FARMERS’ UNION CASE, 


The case made by the representatives of 
the Irish Farmers’ Union before the Com- 
mission may be said to be based on three 
main contentions, as follows: 

1—That the existing system of local taxa- 
tion is unjust to the farmer. It is an 
archaic survival of a system established 
under totally different conditions to 
those now prevailing. As a method of 
taxation it is now an anachronism, and 
has no rational justification. 

2—That such relief will stimulate agri- 
cultural production, to the immediate 
benefit of the farmer and to the 
eventual benefit of the whole com- 
munity. 

3— The necessity for placing the Free State 
farmer on an equal competitive basis 
with the farmers of Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland. 


Mr. Heffernan added: It-is evident that the 
farmers of Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland, because of the reduction in their 
overhead charges, are placed in a position 
t., produce at a lower cost and, therefore, to 
undercut our farmers in the market for which 
they are competitors, The real * 
of the Free State farmers are the English 
and North of Ireland farmers. and not the 
Dominions. Unless the Free State farmer is 
placed on a level competitive footing he is 
unfairly handicanped, and may be driven 
out of the market.

Australia—helpless for the moment in 
the hands of socialist politicians—moves 
‘swiftly towards the Gadarene steep. 
At the Prime Ministers’ conference 
yesterday Mr. Lang, Premier of New 
South Wales, proposed that the Federal 


| Government should suspend payment of 


interest to British bondholders, that in 
Australia the interest on all Government 
borrowings should be reduced to three 
per cent., and that the present gold 
standard of currency should be abandoned. 


In plain words, Mr. Lang suggests a policy 


of repudiation. The other Premiers reject 
this plan with proper scorn; for, under 
Mr. Scullin’s leadership, they are pledged 
to an honourable payment of ustralia's 
debts. Nevertheless, socialist theory and 
practice haye entangled them so strictly 
that their alternative programme is itself 
a serious menace to the national welfare. 
Mr. Theodore, whom Mr. Scullin has rein- 
stated as Commonwealth Treasurer, will 
not repudiate the country’s debts, but he 
proposes a policy of inflation which 
Australian banking circles have received 
with grave alarm. The Prime Ministers’ con- 
ference will consider Mr. Theodore’s plan, 
and has authorised him to discuss it with 
the Australian Bank Board. So, since the 
Commonwealth Government stubbornly re- 
fuses to face the paramount obligation of 
reduced expenditure, the solution of the 
national problem is postponed. Australia’s 
chief hope lies in the chance that, after 
Parliament meets on March 4th, the 
Opposition may be able to force a general 
election. 

In Great Britain, too, industry is being 
crushed by the mounting burden of social 
services and by labour’s unreadiness to 
adjust its claims to the new circumstances 
of a new time. This situation was the 
text of Mr. Herbert Lees address 
yesterday to the Manchester Chamber ot 
Commerce. The great cotton industry is 
in dire straits—indeed, is threatened with 
extinction—because, faced with facts which 
all competitive countries have recognised, 
the English trade unions refuse to abate 
one tittle of their demands. Hundreds of 
‘Lancashire mills are idle to-day because 
the . weavers are on strike against 
mechanical devices which have enabled 
Japan to halve the cost of production. 
This fatal obstinacy is common io all the 
“sheltered ” trades. The miners think 
that,, through some political alchemy, 
wages can remain untouched while output 
slackens and hours of Jabour are curtailed. 
Prosperity has.departed from the English 
and Irish railways. Shareholders’ divi- 
dends are dwindling to a Euclidean point; 
hundreds of stations have been closed, and 
traffic is being diverted increasingly to 
the roads. ‘‘ What is that to us?’’ say 
the railway unions; wages are sacred 
and must be maintained.” Mr. Lee’s 
warning takes weight from its moderation. 
He told the labour leaders that courage 
and foresight now would avert many 
bitter experiences. Wages, he said, must 
come into line with the general conditions. 
They must acknowledge some relation to 
the needs of industry and to the cost of 
living. 3 i 

There is a pathetic element in this 
kicking against the pricks. It is doomed 
to failure; therefore, all the national risk 
which it involves is barren, and all the 
suffering which it causes is unprofitable. 
Perhaps, the industrial millennium will 
come when democratic education achieves 
the results that modern Governments 
expect from it. In those days a general 
knowledge of history may produce a. 
national sense of proportion. Democracy 
n have ceased to live from hand to 
mouth on the daily thrills of the popular 


| Press, and may have learned to guide its 


steps by the wisdom of the past. It may 
arrive at the truth of Bisfwp Butler’s 
dictum: “ Things and actions are what 
they are, and the consequences of them 
will be what they will be; why then should 
we wish to be deceived?’’ At this very 
moment histey is repeating itself for, 
perhaps, the hundredth time. In Rome 
under the Emperors, as in England after 
the Napoleonic Wars, industrial society 
was forced to readjust itself to new 
conditions. Always the machincry creaked 
lamentably, but always it obeyed; and so 
it will be in our own time. Australia and 
British industry will- get salvation by the 
same means. Expenditure will be 
reduced drastically, and wag -, following 
the law of water, will find their economic 
level. In both cases the process will be 


| painful ; there will be many sufferers, and 


many hopes will be shattered. It will be 


the more painful and the more costly

A few days ago the First Lord ‘of the 
Admiralty announced. that naval con- 
struction henceforth would be a little 
better than it had been. More recently 
he has said: '“I do not want any 
peace-lover think that 1 do not 
favour further disarmament, but it is 
a mistake to go on with a policy which 
means constant fluctuation.’’ The advice 
is sound. A steady replacement of old 
cruisers by six or seven new vessels every 
year for the next two or three years would 
enable Great Britain to fulfil the letter, 
as well as the law, of her authorisations 
under the London Treaty.

Irish Apples. 


The official figures relating to last year's 
apple crop in Northern Ireland are highly 
encouraging. During 1929 the Northern 
Province’s export of apples to Great 


to 785 tons ; last year it had’risen to 6,850 
tons. In part, this remarkable increase 
was a result of the failure of the Con- 
tinental crop of apples last year; but 
credit also must be given to the fruit- 
growers of the North, who saw their 
opportunity. County Armagh is famous for 
its orchards, but hitherto the culture of 
apples has not been organised’ on a ‘really 
economic basis. The Government of 
Northern Ireland, however, ‘recognises 
that much can be done to bring additional 
revenue to the Six Counties by the develop- 
ment of fruit-growing, and to that end it 


to those already in force in respect of 
agricultural produce. Huge quantities of 
apples are consumed every year in Great 
Britain. Most of them come from the 
Dominions and the Continent; but there 
is plenty of room for fruit from Ireland, 
and, if the Northern exporters take the 
fullest advantage of the Government's 
grading measure, they undoubtedly can 
create a lucrative market for their pro- 
duce, One of the most important aspects 
of the fruit trade is packing. Since the 
Americans discovered the secret of attrac- 
tive presentation of their fruit no growers 
who do not follow their example have a 
chance in the world market. Plenty of 
good fruit is grown in the Irish Free 
State, but little or no attention is paid to 
packing. This omission also is noticeable 
in respect ef agricultural produce, and it 
is high time that it should be repaired. 
We hope that the Northern apple-growers 
will continue to develop their industry, 
and that their success will stimulate their 
Southern neighbours to greater activities ; 
but no progress can be made without the 
adoption of the most modern methods.

The British Census. 


The problems that will arise in connec- 
tion with the forthcoming British Census 
recall on a wider scale those which accom- 
panied the Free State Census of 1926. Mr. 
S. P. Vivian, the Registrar-General, 
suggests that there is a very definite 
limit to the capacity of the public to deal 
effectively with the answers to census ques- 
tions.”” Everybody can remember that the 
late Mr. John Hooper and his colleagues 
had to cope with similar incapacity here. 
There was, first of all, the matter of age. 
Both here and in Britain a strange reluct- 
ance exists—particularly among middle- 
aged and elderly’ people—to set down 
precise figures in the age column. 
Instead, they tend to give an age approxi- 
mating to a round figure, and thus we find 
a grouping of ages about the round figures ; 
women of 53, for instance, are apt to put 
themselves down as 50, while an old man 
of 78 reckons himself for census purposes 
as 80. Again, there is a common disinclina- 
tion to give precise details of employment. 
As the Registrar-General pointed out, and 
the Free State census-takers noticed, many 
men are ready to enter themselves as 
‘‘ labourer ” or foreman — descriptions 
which are sufficiently vague to be almost 
useless. On the other hand, the English 
exhibit a reticence in certain matters that 
was not shared by citizens of the Free 
State, It is suggested that the deficiency of 
young babies on English census papers—a 
deficiency out of all proportion to the 
births constantly recorded—arises from the 
fact that a householder, when asked to 
state the names of all members of his 
household, leaves out the name of an infant 
so young that it has not been christened. 
This year he will be asked to record such 
an infant under the entry “ baby.”

and has got records (or can get them if he 
wants to) of the mastérpieces of orchestral 
music. records are made by some of 
the finest orchestras in the world, and are 
conducted by conductors of genius. it is, 
therefore, simply boring to. hear these master- 
pieces ill-played by our own orchestra. I re- 
call offhand the pieces de résistance we have 
been given this winter; the Siegfried 
Idyll,“ overture to Magic Flute, ditto to 
Tannhauser, ditto to Oberon, the 
Jupiter symphony.

No disrespect to our own conductors and 
our own orchestra... A first-rate orchestra is 
an expensive luxury, and we cannot afford it 
yet. Meanwhile the material we have should 

used for a different purpose. I suggest 
that the. example of the Dublin Drama 
League might be followed: That body existed 
for ten years for the purpose of making us 
acquainted with plays which would not be 
likely to be seen in Dublin. No one pre- 
‘tended that the players got together by the 
League to present these plays were all 
geniuses, or that the productions had out- 


‘standing merit (as a matter of fact, some 


were most memorable), but the League did 
maintain that every play presented was of 
importance in itself and had never been 
presented before in Dublin, and the result 
was that Dublin at the end of ten years had 
a knowledge of contemporary drama which 
was equalled in very few places—certainly 
not equalled in London, for instance. Could 
not the Philharmonic do for us in music 
what the Lea did for us in drama? 
Instead of mediocre performances of the well- 
known classics. give us—possibly mediocre— 
‘rformances of modern works. Instead of 
Tozart and Wagner and Beethoven, give us 


instead of Mendelssohn, Sibelius instead of 
Schubert. I hardly know whom to ask for— 
I am se ignorant of modern music—but 1 
would not be so ignorant if the Philharmonic 
would help me. I believe that the lassitade 
which now prevails in the audience (and 
sometimes creeps into the band). would alter 
to excitement, and I believe the empty seats 
would be filled.—Yours, etc,, 8 
Con Brio.”

Mr. Theodore, Federal Treasurer, said 
that he did not see how they could hope 
to effect an arrangement with private 
bondholders. The most they could hope 
was to fund a short-term debt of thirty- 
eight millions. 

Mr. Scullin’ said that Mr. Theodore 
spoke for the Federal Government. Mr. 
Lang could not put his proposals into 
tliect. Bondholders would be paid interest 
whether the State paid its quota or not. 


THE CONFERENCE’S DECISION.

“ While visiting the earthquake-stricken 
aren 1 desire to testify personally to the 
quiet courage, mutual helpfulness, re- 
sourcefulness and discipline of the whole 
population, including the Maori race, amid 
a scene of wholesale destruction and 
bereavement. Medical relief and services 
admirably and working 
smoothly. With improved transport the 
majority of the population have left 
Napier, and its well-equipped field 
hospital has evacuated the most serious 
casualties to other hospitals in North 
Island. Unevacuated homeless people are 
accommodated comfortably under canvas 
in public parks and elsewhere. Essential 
supplies are fairly adequate, and de- 
ficiencies, chiefly of clothing, are being 
rapidly made good. The prompt, efficient 
and indefatigable services of naval officers 
and men continuously from the time of the 
initial disaster are beyond all praise, 
sailors being engaged on the demolition’ of 


precarious buildings and the rescue of 


bodies from beneath great piles of débris, 
The scene of ruin is difficult to exaggerate. 
Tremors continue, but are not serious.

GERMAN FIRM'S 
CONTRACT.

This agreement was originally reached 
between Nessrs. Junkers and King 
Amanullah. After the events of 1929 and

The proposed service, for which the ground 
has been prepared, would traverse the 
country from Herat to Kandahar and Kabul, 
with branch lines to the north-west frontier 
of India.

Most of us who belong to the employing 
classes do not oppose trade unionism, and we 
recognise the great good it has done for the 
worker, but now that it has achieved effective 
power its leaders should realise. that it is 
strong enough to give as Well as take.

assurance section. This will be administered 
by the trustees of the sajeme. 

Every scheme must have the approval of 
the Board of Inland Revenue; therefore, the 
interests of the employé are guaranteed care- 


ful serutiny. 


Should an employé desire to surrender his 
connection with the scheme, the employer 
will get & rebate of 90 per cent of his con- 
tributions, plus 4 per cent. compound in- 
terest. This rebate is subject to the 
emiplové being less than seven years in the 
scheme. 

Small and large employers are to be on an 
equal footing, and one will help the other. 
An employer may restrict the scheme te cer- 
tain employés if he desires, and may take 
up those portions of the scheme that he feels 
hoe can afford. —

NO SHAREHOLDER LIABLE FOR DEBTS. 

In the second place, there is, in cur opinion, 
nothing in the Companies Act, 1929, which so

registered company. Section 359 (1) in part 
X., deals with the liability of contributories

SUGGESTED POLICY FOR WHITE 
STAR SHAREHOLDERS. 


An exhaustive memorandum has been drawn 
up by Mr. Horace B. Samuel, of the Middle 
Temple, in which the pesition of the Royal 
Mail Steam Packet Company and the White 
Star Line is closely analysed. After tracin 
the events that have led to the present digh. 
culties, Mr. Samuel outlines a policy which, 
if followed, would, he suggests, be in the 
interests of the White Star shareholders (says 
the Glasgow Herald). He says —” It does 
not follow that White Star shdreholders 
would necessarily feel constrained, after ex- 
amination of all the facts, to refuse a mora- 
tortum. which, after all, is of relative in- 
significance in comparison with the eventual 
reconstruction scheme. To enable these facts 
to be adequately examined, it is suggested 
that a special committee of White Star share- 
holders be formed with the object of inves- 


regard to the interests of the White Star Pre- 
ference shareholders treated as divorced from 
Royal Mail and its group. With such infor- 
mation as is at hand, it is thought reasonable 
to suggest the following. cardinal principles 
to be adopted by the White Star Preference 
shareholders, the acceptance of which should 
be a condition precedent to any concession, 
whether great or small :— 

(a) White Star shareholders to be given 
adequate representation on the White 
Star Board and the stranglehold of the 
committee and voting trustees over 
White Star and White Star subsidiaries 
to be removed. 

i) White Star Preference shareholders’ re- 
presentatives to be granted resenta- 
tion on the Royal Mail Committee. 
Any moratoriam granted by White Star 
shareholders to Royal Mail, whether 
with regard to dividends or unpaid 
calls, to be granted equally by all other 
creditors. 

(d All payments and transfers of assets as 
from the date when Royal Mail became 
unable to meet its liabilities as they 
fell due to be made on a mathematical 
pro vata basis, and in so far as such 
payments or ‘ransfers of assets may 
have been made otherwise than on such 
basis to be reopened and adjusted. 

No further encumbrances whether by 

way of guarantee or charge to be made 

by Royal Mail er its subsidiaries with. 

out the consent of the White Star 
Preference Shareholders’ Committee. 

“Subject to these conditions. being 

accepted, it might not be unieasonable for 

White Star shareholders to agreb to a short 

moratorium of, say, one month, pending 

a report being made by the White Star 

Shareholders’ Committee on what 3ititude 

should be adopted to the suggested scheme.

Such an attitude would, of 
course, be quite intelligible if the White Star 
creditors were also creditors of the Roya 
Mail group. In fact, there is no cause for 
alarm at all on this score. The chief liability 
of the White Star group is au overdraft of 
£1,250,000 from the io * of the company 
for many years to Oceanic Steam Navigation. 
This overdraft is amply secured. It can he 
stated with reasonable definiteness that, even 
though. White Star were cut completely 
loose from the group, there is no reason to 
apprehend that the barkers would curt i 
their facilities. It may be pointed ont that 
in the event of White Star finding it neces- 
sary to raise money there should be no 
dificulty in so doing by assigning to tne 
lenders the call for £400,000 still outstanding 
against Union Castle (Which still pays ns 
Preftrence dividends), the call for £450,000 
still outstanding against H. and W. Nelson.
